The Bouthorn Baptist Convention.

This body wet at Louisville, Ky , on the
Bth May. Rev. W. D. Tuomas, of this place,
gave his onngregation in the Baptist Church
last Sunday evening a briel mesount of the

proceedings.” He alluded to the fact of the
aeparation of the Baptists North and South
nbout 26 years ago, growiog out of politieal
causes. He explained the nature of the or-
ganizstion of the Southera General Conven-
tion, that it was & vqlnhﬁ-bndy of dele-
ghtes (rom Slate conventions, assosiaiions
snd churches orgsnized for thres speeial vb-
joots: The promotion of Domestie Missions,
Foreign Mission and Sunday Schoels, The
Gonveotion claims no power to govern or
diselpline the churches or individuals or to
presoribe rulesor creeds, but is simply sn
ageney to give effect to the general efforts
of the constituent bodies in promoting the
objests almed at. Mr, Tmomas remarked
that the separation of the General Baptist
Convention in the United States into two
diatinet bodies, althongh deplored on many
nooounts, has been yet productive of good;
more has been accomplished by the two than
sould have been by only one organization,
" 'he Bouthetn churches had been badly erips
pled It monled resources during the war,
as all knew, but they are now reeovering
The Convention is getting out of debt, 29
thovsand dollars were contributed last year
for Home Missions, and an equal sum for
Fuoreign, but the State and different loeal
bodies had contributed mueh more than that
for the home service. No more than the
sum named had been contributed for For
eign Missions.

Mr. Tuomas stated that thera was an in-
teresting discumsion on the subjeot of oco-
operating or re unitlog with the Northern
Baptist Qonvention. The discussion was
oonducted in a kind manner, and the conclu
sion arrived at was mostL decided, that for the
present it would mot be promotive of good
to give up the Bouthern organizations and
to re-unite with the Northern. No wnkind
spitlt was manifested, and there was a gen-
eral conovrrence in the disposition and wish
to cultivate fiaternal relations and kind of,
floes hetween the two great divisions of the
Baptist family io the United States,

Mr. Tuomas stated that the Conventien,
although several of the able and eminent
men who have appeared atsome previons
conventious were absent, was nevertheless
an ahle nesembly.

Dr. P. H. MiLL, of Ga., was elected Presi.
dent of the Convention ; J. R, Hawkive of
Ky., snd E. O WiLuiams, of Maryland, Bee
retaries : Dr. Bove, of this State was elee-
Led one of the Vice-I'reaidents, with three
othera.

The proceedings and recommendations of
the Convention wera most embodied in the
reports of the different boards which were
adopted. Dr. Boror as usual made an able
exposition of the affaire of the Theological
Seminary at this place, io an address be
fore the Convention, The most lively inter
erl was exhibited by all in the suceess o
the Institution, and means contributed to
that purpose.

Aljr-Line Railroad.
The Committes appointed to prepare a
scheme for raising the necessary econtribution
for Greenville, submitted their report to the
Exeoutive Committee, which met in the C. H.,
on last Monday evening, we give the report
in full and congratulate our citizens on the
brigbtening prospects of the road. Mr.
McApaus, of Charlotte, N. C., happened to be
present and made a few encouraging remarks,
Charlotte and the County of Mecklenburg were
fully alive to the matter, and he was rejoiced
to find Greenville 80 much in earnest. The
right of way would be freely granted in North
Carolina and the vote of the people of Meck-
lenburg almost unanimous in sustaining the
rubscription of $200,000 ; &0 thousand dollars,
besides wore made up already by private sub-
satiptiop of stock in ten minutes effort. Dr. J.
P. Bovce, made a brief address, and gave
some amusing rominiscences of the early rail-
road building in this State, showing that the
bueiness of the roads had far exoceeded the first
enloulation, Mr. J. W, Canvisie of Spartan-
borg, also made s few remarks, pledgiog the
bearty co-operation of bis town and County-
J. P. Rerp, Esq., of Anderson, made & short
addrers; he thought the road should pass
throngh Anderséh, Greenyille, Spartanburg
and Yorkville. Mr. Rueb paid that Greens
ville was destined to become the Iargest city
im the np country, be had no jealousies to-
wards ber, but thought the interest of the road
aod country would bo subserved by its taking
the route he had indicated.- The sommittee
sdjourned to meet again on nutlimdny woeek,
when & large attendance of pitisens is expeo-
ted.
